At 12:40 pm today, I called SAC Johnson of the Milwaukee Office 
and furnished him the background information on WILLIAM WARD PEMAN'\|S , ; 
set forth in my memorandum of 12/8/48 as furnished by Mr. Loughlin of the 
Bureau. I also advised Mri -Johnson that the brother of WILLIAM WARD PIG MAN, 
namely GEORGE LEROY PIGMAN^ Iso worked at the Bureau of Standards during 
the pertinent period and is presently residing at 602 West Maple Road, 
Indianapolis, Indiana and that the Indianapolis office is interviewing him 
today.

1 then advised Mr. Johnson that WHITTAKER CHAMBERS, who is under^ 
subpoena before the Grand Jury here in New York ^ity, has advised agents fl* 
the New York office that he met WARD PIGMAN first through DAVID. CARPENTER' 
in about 1936 in Washington and met GEORGE later, probably through CARPER? 
or possibly through V/ARD PIGMAN; that it is his recollection that both 
were employed by the bureau of Standards at that time. CHAMBERS advised 
that he was given to understand that both GEORGE and WARD hat^prior connect- 
ion with the underground apparatus operated by ELEANOR NELSOJpyn Washington, 
D. C., with whom DAVID CARPENTER was then living. CHAMBERS could hot 
remember the source of his information in this respect. 




CHAFERS advised that after he met WARD PIGMAN, WARD started to 
furnish him information immediately in the nature of documentary material 
from the Bureau of Standards; that this was furnished to CHAMBERS at more 
or less weekly meetings in public places in Washington. CHAMBERS recalls 
that WARD brought the material in a brief case and that it was then given 
to CARPENTER for photographing, after which it was returned to WARD PIGMAN 
for return to the Bureau of Standards. It was CHAMBERS’ recollection that 
CARPENTER was also meeting WARD separately and was getting information 
from him. The documents consisted of material dealing .with a variety of 
technical subjects. ’CHAMBERS stated that Colonel BYKOVj^the Russian 
representative who received the material eventually, complained regarding > 
the type of material WARD was turning in, stating that he did not believe 1 
WARD’S full potential was being realized. CHAMBERS was of the opinion that 
Colonel BYKOV had not met either of the PIGMANs. The mee ting s between,, 
CHAMBERS and WARD continued on a weekly basis until ChS mbSrs broke 
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•with the Party in ^pril, 1938 and he has never seen either of the PIG MAN 
brothers since that time. CHAMBERS advised that during the period he was

issued for them tomorrow and I had requested those offices to 
assist the Marshals in any way possible. 

I also asked Mr. FleNbcher whether Baltimorq-Jiad advised 
the Bureau that VINCENT RENOCW his brother PHILIFWere sup- 
posed to be in Denver. He said that Baltimore had so advised 
the Bureau, but the Denver Office has not yet been advised to’ 
locate the RENOs and interview them. He advised that, according

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FRANCIS VICTOR RENO^plias VINCE REN^^alias IANCE CIARK^^Thie 
investigation reflected that RENO and his brother. PHILIP are both 
residing at the present time at 14^2 South Bannock Street, Denver, 
where FRANCIS VICTOR RENO is on extended" slc k~ leave from the 
Aberdeen Proving Grounds 
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I advised Mr, Fletcher I would immediately call the/^VvT. 
Denver Office and have that office locate the two RENO brothers 
and give them the background of this matter in order that they 
could interview them as soon as Mr. Donegan prepared subpoenas 
for them, I suggested to Mr* Fletcher that the Agents be al- 
lowed to serve these subpoenas at the conclusion of the inter- 
view in view of the temporary residence of these individuals in 
Denver and the need for quick action, Mr, Fletcher advised 
this would be satisfactory. 

At 7 p.m. I called SAC Kramer of the Denver Office. I 
advised him of the background of this case, I advised him that 
two of the persons desired to be called before the Grand Jury 
are FRANCIS VICTOR RENO, alias VINCE RENO, alias LANCE CLARK, 
the subject of a recent loyalty case in the Denver Office, who 
is on extended sick leave from the Aberdeen Proving Ground, and 
his brother PHILIP, both of whom reportedly reside at 14|£ South 
Bannock Street, Denver, I advised that Mr, Donegan plans to 
issue subpoenas for these two individuals for appearance before .i 
the Grand Jury at New York City tomorrow; that he will call the 
USA in Denver and have the USA prepare the subpoenas. I advis- 
ed that I had talked to Mr. Fletcher and had secured authority 
for Agents of the Denver Office to serve the subpoenas after 
they had interviewed these two individuals. . 

I advised that prior to issuing the subpoenas, it was 
desired to verify their presence in Denver. I requested that 
the presence of these two men be verified and that a teletype 
be sent to us tonight in order that we could proceed with the 
subpoenas and interviews, 

I furnished Mr. Kramer in full with the statements made 
. by WHITTAKER CHAMBERS concerning VINCENT RENO and hisbrother 
PHILIP, as set forth in my memorandum of December 8th, in order

Mr. Kramer that following receipt of his teletype tonight, ire. 
would arrange for the subpoenas to be Issued and would then 
notify Denver to go ahead with the interviews and service o£ the

• of the American Paper Institute, Appleton, Wisconsin, telephonically advised 
the following to Special Agent ALEXANDER P « LEGRAND: 1 . . 



About one-half hour after Special Agents £L£RK E. LOVRIEN and 
ALEXANDER P. LEGRAND had interviewed WILLIAM WARD PIGMA#at Appleton, Wisconsin, 
on December 8, 1948, PIGMAN advised STEELE, who is his superior at the American 
Paper institute, generally of the questions asked him by the Special Agents. . 
PIGMAN told STEELE that he had tried his best to cooperate with the FBI but 
could not identify anypersons about whom he was questioned. PIGMAN told STEELE 
he believed the Agents were questioning him because of his former activity 
with the Federation of Architects , Engineers , Chemists and Technicians which, . 
Up'f.V- , according to PIGMAN, was at one time a somewhat radical organization. PIGMAN 
-said at one time he, too, had radical tendencies ,. but he did not admit being 
it§W$s*.*. ; a member of the Communist Party. 

STEELE stated that about 3:45 p.m. on December 9, 1948, PIGMAN 
again approached him and advised he had just received a subpoena to appear 
before a Grand Jury in New York City on Friday, December 10, 1948. PIGMAN 
said he was not going to reply to the subpoena on one hour notice. STEELE 
suggested that he could arrive in New York City if he would take a plane for 
New York tonight. PIGMAN said that* he did not want to take a plane, but would 
leave Friday, December 10, 1948, at 7:52 p.m. and would arrive in New York 
City about 8:30 a.m., on Saturday, December 11, 1948. ‘ . 

PIGMAN told STEELE that he was unable to give the Agents of 
the FBI any information and therefore could not understand why he was being 
subpoenaed. STEELE said he told PIGMAN that he knew nothing about the purpose 
of the interview of the special agents and that perhaps the subpoena was not 
related to the inquiry which the Special Agents had made.

I advised Mr. Lally that we received a teletype from Denver/’- 
advising that after that office interviewed VINCENT RENO on December 10th, 
RE2J0 appeared at the office and admitted what CHAMBERS had alleged. ! - 
I told Mr. Lally that he is supposed to appear before the GJ this morning. 
Mr. Lally suggested that the Dew York agents question him as to what he 
has in his trunk. 
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At 10; 45 am today, Mr. Leo Loughlin of the bureau called and 
requested that he be furnished with the details of the first interview 
had by the Denver office with VICTOR RENO, as set out in Denver teletype 
of December 10th. I advised him I would check on this and call him bade. 

I later called Mr. Loughlin and read to him the contents of 
Denver teletype dated December 10th, 5*25 p»m«, in which it is set out- 
that FRANCIS VICTOR REfJOAf^s interviewed, that he denies any dealings with 
CHAMBERS and that he wtfs served with the subpoena, [ t 
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At 9 j 40 am today, Mr. Brannigan of the Bureau, who stated he was 
calling at the request of Mr. H. B. Fletcher, called to advise that on 
December 12th, Mr. Whearty of the Department stated that Mr. CAMPBELL was 
desirous of determining^tfie exact date on which CHAMBERS, accompanied by 
Mr. ISAAC DON LEV3NE*8trieited Mr. BERLE at the State Department. Mr. 
Brannigan stated that the Bureau checked its records and ascertained that 
the Slate of the CHAMBERS-BERLE interview was September 2, 1939. I inquired 
whether LEVINE was present at this interview and Mr. Brannigan stated he was. 
Mr. Brannigan further informed me that Mr. Whearty requested that this date 
be furnished to Mr. CAMPBELL prior to the opening of the Monday, December 13, 
1948 session of the Federal Grand Jury, and Mr. Brannigan instructed that 
this information be given to Mr. Donegan or Mr. Campbell. I told him this 
would be done at once.

This information was immediately given to Mr. Donegan for his 
benefit and for the benefit of Mr. CAVPEELL. Mr. Donegan was advised that .. 
Mr. Whearty had requested that this be given to him and to Mr. CAMPBELL 
before the opening of the Grand Jury this morning. 
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At 10:15 am today, ASAC Lally of the Baltimore office called 
regarding the identify of FELIX. Mr. Lally inquired whether CHAMBERS had 
seen the photographs of the street scenes which Baltimore had forwarded to 
New Yoric. I advised Mr. Lally that I had not seen them yet and asked when 
Baltimore had sent them. He stated they were forwarded Special Delivery 
on Friday night. Mr. Lally stated that PELOVITZ fta^ been more or less 1 
eliminated as being FELIX, and he requested that we arrange to have CHAMBERS 



thoroughly interviewed today regarding FELIX 
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Mr. Lally stated that PELOVITZ advised the Baltimore agents that " 
he worked in New York City until the latter part of 1937, came to Baltimore 
in December, 1937 and moved to the Konig Street address in June, 1938. 
CHAMBERS, on the other hand, has stated that he was working with FELIX in 
Baltimore during the greater part of 1937 and early *3^38. CHAMBERS also 
claimed that FELIX was sent to him by Colonel BYKOV, 'apparently from New ; 
York, and that he say FELIX approximately twice a week during the greater i 
part of 1937 and the early part of 1938. Regarding FELIX, CHAMBERS advised 
the Baltimore agents that he had a Leica camera; that although he was never : 
in FELIX’S apartment, he knew approximately where it was. He also claimed 
that FELIX had a Plymouth automobile. : Mr. Lally pointed out that Baltimore 
would like more details regarding this automobile; that is, how old it was 
in 1937 or 1938 and what license plates it had, A 'ew York or Maryland. 

Mr. Lally also stated that Baltimore is particularly interested ill Having 
CHAMBERS identify the exact house where FELIX lived and stated that perhaps 
he could do this from the photographs being forwarded by Baltimore; CHAMBERS, 
according to Mr. Lally, might be able to eliminate some of the houses which 
he knows are not identical with the house where FEJ.IX resided.

At 11:40 am, I advised Mr. McGohey that there hadbeensucha ^ 
wreck as indicated above. He advised that, according to information received 
from Congressman NIXON on December 12th, NIXON was going to take the 7. * am 
toain from Washington, D.C. Mr. McGohey asked that we ascertain, if possible, 
when this train would now arrive in New York City. ^ 
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A recheck by Section 1 with the Pennsylvania Railway ascertained 
that this train would be in about an hour late. Mr. McGohey was immediately 
advised of this and he stated that no further action need by taken. 
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At 4»25 pm today, I spoke with Assistant Director Ladd to advise 
him that we had obtained a copy of the testimony of ROBERT E. STRIPLING Ck^ 
before the Grand Jury in the above entitled matter from a confidential soiree, 
and it gave further details concerning the alleged telephone calls to Mr. y 
Nichols at the Bureau.

Mr. BANFIELD states that he will testify if he is subpoened,. , 
He has been very cooperative. He stated that before the Bureau con- 
tacted him the attorneys for ALGER HISS and WHITTAKER CHAMBERS had 
contacted him and he refused to give them the same information he 
gave us. He did not let them see the file on it. BANFIELD does 
not want the House Un-American Activities Committee to 

have any part of the information furnished by him made available to it. 

Mr. Fletcher advised that at the present time Special Agent 
Cortland J. Jones of the Washington Field Office has the typewriting 
known specimens which he recovered from this file plus some of the . 
correspondence. He will be available for interview by the Grange 
Jury in the morning, if such is desired. 
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Mr. Fletcher advised that the Laboratory Identifies this 
typewriting with the documents furnished by Chambers to the Department. 
If this office so desires, this laboratory man can also be made avallablt 
<; for tomorrow morning. 






Mr. Fletcher advised that the Department does not know of 






this discovery or identification as yet. 
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I cautioned Mr. Fletcher, that if it were necessary to
